And by 29 C. II. c. 7. It is further enacted, 
«© That no drover, horſe-courſer, &c. ſhall travel, or 
*« come to his inn or lodging, on the Lord's day, 
* on pain of 20s. &c.-And, if any perſon of- 
«« fending' in any of the premiſes ſhall be thereof 
« convicted, in three months after the offence, be- 
« fore one juſtice, &c. the juſtice ſhall give warrant 
e to the conſtables, churchwardens, &c. to levy the 
« other forfeitures by diſtreſs, to the uſe of the poor, 
« except that the juſtice may, out of the ſame, re- 
« ward the informer with any ſum, not exceeding 
« one-third part. And, for want of diſtreſs, the 
“ offender ſhall be ſet publickly in the ſtocks for 

« two Hours.” Burn's Juſtice, under Lord's day. 
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
